To  this  end  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  dispense 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Cortes,  required  by  the  consti¬ 
tution.  Fur  although  (hoseCurtes  had  been  chosen  without 
the  concurrence  of  the  Progresisia  party — whose  chiefs 
were  alt  in  exile,  in  prison,  or  prevented  by  the  grossest 
intimidation  from  voting  at  the  elections — on  the  qUw^stion 
of  the  Trapani  marriage  they  were  found  indocile.  The 
profound  contempt  and  marked  antipatliy  with  which  Spa¬ 
niards  view  whatever  comes  from  Naple.s  and  the  offence 
given  to  the  national  dignity  by  the  evident  fact,  that  this 
candidate  was  imposed  upon  the  country  by  the  French 
government,  convinced  the  latter,  and  that  of  Spain,  which 
was  its  instroment,  that  even  the  Cortes  they  themselves 
had  picked  and  chosen  lacked  baseness  or  courage  to  con¬ 
sent  to  the  Trapani  alliance.  Then  was  resolved  upon  and 
effected  the  constitutional  Reform,  suppressing  the  article 
that  required  the  approbation  of  the  Cortes,  and  replaciiqi 
it  by  another,  which  only  rendered  it  compulsory  to  art- 
nounett  to  them  the  husband  chosen  by  the  Queen.  But 
the  manoeuvres  of  France  were  too  clumsy  and  palpable. 
It  was  known  that  Christina  had  promised  the  hand  of  the 
Infanta  to  the  Duke  of  Montpensier;  Louis  Philippe’s  ob¬ 
ject  in  backing  Trapani  was  easily  seen  through;  and  so

After  so  glorious  a  haul,  it  might  have  been 
expected  that  sbe  would  hold  her  hand,  and  rest  contented 
with  Uie  pleaa'mg  consciousness,  that  should  she  ever  be  in- 
do/aed  or  compelled  to  leave  Spain,  she  had  wherewithal  to 
live  in  queenly  aplendour  and  luxury.  But  her  thirst  of 
wealth  is^not  pf  Jthoae  that  can  be  assuaged  even  by  rivers 
of  gold.  Though  ^be  bed  of  the  Manaanares  were  of  thw 
yellow  metal,  and  the  had  the  monopoly  of  its  saiida,  the 
mine  would  be  all  insufficient  to  satiate  her  avarice.  After 
•ppropriaimg  her  children’s  inheritance,  she  applied  her- 
aelf  to  increase  her  store  hy  a  sysiematie  pill^e  of  the 
Queen  of  Spain’s  revenues.

Wliilst  the  nation  strained  each  nerve,  and  sub-  j 
milled  to  the  severest  aacrifieea,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  a 
eoslly  war— whilst  the  Sitvay  wat  barefoot  and  hungered, 
bat  etili  stanch  ia  defeitce  ol  the  throne  of  Isabella— Chris¬ 
tina,  with  har  il^th  full  of  patriotism  and  love  of  Spain, 
remitled  to  foreign  ca^igiists  the  rich  fruits  of  her  pecula¬ 
tions,  provision  tor  the  raisay  day  which  came  sooner  than

gers  could  be  relied  on  I  If  not,  how  was  the  line  to 
be  drawn  between  those  to  be  believed  and  not  to  be 
believed  ?

Every  traveller  is  naturally  impatient  of  the  delay 
in  taking  tickets,  and  how  muen  would  that  vexa¬ 
tion  bo  aggravated  if  there  were  persons  in  every 
train  entering  into  the  statements  and  references 
necessary  to  satisfy  the  ticket-takers  that  they  had 
come  from  the  place  the  fare  for  which  they  were 
ready  to  pay.  And  if  Mr  Chilton  succeed  in  his 
attempt,  the  example  will  certainly  tend  to  a  care¬ 
lessness  very  much  at  variance  with  the  public  cou- 
Tenience. 

There  is  no  great  hardMrip  in  the  obligation  to 
take  care  of  a  ticket, — and  if,  on  the  on®  hand,  com¬ 
panies  must  he  exposed  to  fraud,  or,  on  the  other, 
pas.«enger8  must  be  subjected  to  a  penalty  on  care¬ 
lessness,  in  the  payment  of  the  fare  for  the  whole 
distance  in  default  of  tickets,  it  seems  to  us  but 
equitable  that  the  loss  should  fall  on  the  negligent 
parties. 

The  only  fair  question  would  be  whether  another 
mode  of  taking  tiie  tickets  might  not  avoid  the  oc¬ 
casion  for  the  penalty,  in  part  or  wholly  ? 

We  could  never  understand  why  there  should  be 
tbe  stoppage,  for  taking  the  tickets  before  entering 
the  termmus.  The  last  station  for  receiving  p^en- 
gers  presents  the  opportunity  of  taking  the  tickets 
of  the  whole  number,  and  would  save  the  delay  of

ercises  in  the  slow  pursuit  of  wealth, — the  abilities 
so  called  forth,  the  self-denials  so  imposed  :  in  a 
word,  that  labour  and  patience  are  the  true  school¬ 
masters  on  earth.”  But  how  throw  light  upon  this 
truth  by  such  crimes  as  those  of  Lucretia  Clavering 
and  Gabriel  Varney  ?  The  thoughtful  novelist  would 
answer — hy  showing,  with  their  help,  that  crime  will 
not  vanish,  or  goodness  grow  universal,  if  we  content 
ourselves  with  simply  reading  and  lecturing,  while 
we  practically  deny  all  that  we  read  and  lecture  ;  in 
other  words,  that  we  are  too  apt  to  think  goodness  a 
faculty  of  the  pure  intellect,  and  to  exaggerate  the 
value  of  culture  that  is  simply  and  singly  mental. 
Wherever  crime  is  found  that  may  not  be  traced  to 
the  uninstructed  mind,  or  the  unfurnished  and  un¬ 
trained  intellect,  be  sure  that  you  will  there  find 
the  heart  uninstructed,  and  the  affections  unfurnished 
and  untrained.  Education,  undoubtedly,  is  bound 
to  provide  for  both.  Where  the  mind  and  the 
heart  possess  nothing  in  common,  the  more  we 
cultivate  the  first,  the  more  we  may  deprave  the 
last.  There  was  nothing  so  remarkable  m  Feuer¬ 
bach’s  collections  of  the  crimes  he  had  himself  judged 
and  sentenced  in  Bavaria,  than,  with  all  absence  of 
the  more  genial  attributes  of  our  nature,  the  pre¬ 
dominance  of  intellect  and  will. 

In  what  is  called  a  prologue  to  the  first  part  of 
the  story  of  Liicretia,  we  are  introduced  to  one  (the 
meaner  but  not  least  atrocious)  of  the  criminals  that 
are  its  Children  of  Night.  The  period  is  that  of  the 
French  Beign  of  Terror.  Gabriel  Varney  is  the  son 
of  a  Frenchman  by  an  English  mother,  and  is  amus¬ 
ing  himself,  in  his  father’s  study,  with  acts  of 
childish  cruelty.  “  Ilis  dress  was  fantastic,  and  be¬ 
trayed  the  taste  of  some  fondly  foolish  mother,”  but 
its  soiled  and  neglected  state  showed  “  that  the  fool¬ 
ish  fondness  which  had  invented  the  dress,  had  not 
of  late  presided  over  the  toilet.”  He  has  been 
nromised.  however,  that  he  shall  see  his  mother

now  fevered  by  the  thirst  of  blood,  held  hearts  spell-hound 
by  the  airy  movements  of  that  exquisite  form  writhini'  now 
in  no  stage-mime  agony  !  Plaything  of  the  city — minion  to 
the  light  amusement  of  the  hour — frail  child  of  Cytherea  and 
the  Graces, — what  relentless  fate  has  conducted  thee  to  the 
shambles  1  Butterfly  of  the  summer,  why  should  a  nation 
rise  to  break  thee  upon  the  wheel  1  A  sense  of  the  mockery 
of  such  an  execution,  of  the  horrible  burlesque  that  would 
sacrifice  to  the  necessities  of  a  mighty  people  so  slight  an 
offering,  made  itself  felt  among  the  crowd.  There  was  a  low 
murmur  of  shame  and  indignation.  The  dangerous  sym¬ 
pathy  of  the  mob  was  perceived  by  the  officer  in  attendance. 
Hastily  he  made  the  sign  to  the  headsman,  and,  as  he  did  so, 
a  child’s  cry  was  heard  in  the  English  tongue — *  Mother — 
mother !’  The  Father’s  hand  grasped  the  child's  arm, 
with  an  iron  pressure ;  the  crowd  swam  before  the  boy's 
eyes  ;  ike  air  seemed  to  stifle  him,  and  become  blood-red  ; 
only  through  the  hum,  and  the  tramp,  and  the  roll  of  the 
drums,  he||lieard  a  low  voice  hiss  in  his  ear — ^  Learn  how 
they  perish  who  betray  me  !’ 

As  the  father  said  these  words,  again  his  face  was  bare, 
and  the  woman  whose  ear,  amidst  the  dull  insanity  of  fear, 
had  caught  the  cry  of  her  child's  voice,  saw  that  face,  and 
fell  back  insensible  in  the  arms  of  the  headsman.” 

This  is  as  bold  a  note  to  strike,  in  the  first  chapter 
of  a  novel,  as  that  of  the  first  line  in  the  daring  tra¬ 
gedy  of  the  Cenci  :  “  That  matter  of  the  murder  is 
hustl’d  up  !”  It  is  hush’d  up  here  also,  till  it  finds 
vent  in  sensual  enjoyment  and  murderous  villany. 
This  lad  grows  up  into  Gabriel  Varney.  The  child 
is  father  to  the  man,  and  the  growth  worthy  of  the 
soil.  It  would  be  impossible  to  conceive  a  more 
masterly  portrait  of  a  flashy,  cowardly,  reckless,  cruel 
charlatan.  It  is  indeed  from  the  life.  They  who  re¬ 


author’s  best  creations),  who,  in  his  overween- 
ing  estimate  of  the  value  of  pure  descent,  has  pre¬ 
ferred  her  for  his  heiress  before  dearer  claimants, 
with  the  same  weakness  leaves  her  at  the  last,  though 
his  heart  has  broken  with  the  discovery  of  her  un¬ 
worthiness,  to  the  temptation  of  a  remote  succession 
in  her  children.  To  overpass  the  obstacles  to  this 
succession  she  conceives  her  most  appalling  crimes;

The  heart  once  opened  softens  by  use :  gradually 
and  unconsciously  the  interchange  of  affection,  the  com¬ 
panionship  with  an  upright  and  ingenuous  mind  (for  virtue  is 
not  only  beautiful,  it  is  contagious)  nii>'ht  have  had  their 
redeeming  and  hallowing  influence.  Happier,  indeed,  had  it 
been,  if  her  choice  had  fallen  upon  a  more  commanding  and 
lofty  nature.  But,  perhaps,  it  was  the  very  meekness  and 
susceptibility  of  Mainwaring's  temper,  relieved  from  feeble¬ 
ness  by  his  talents,  which,  once  in  play,  were  undeniably 
groat,  that  pleated  her  by  contrast  with  her  own  harduets  of 
spirit  and  despotism  of  will.”

ter  of  his  own  time.  The  mill  and  the  little^  stream 
which  here  Joins  the  Duddon  are  described  in  flowing  1m- 
gnage  in  the  notes  to  Mr  Wordsworth^s  sonnets.  The  place 
is  not  only  remarkable  for  its  extreme  beauty  and  seclnsion, 
bnt  for  the  history  of  its  famous  clergyman,  f^bert  Walker ; 
or,  as  the  guide-books  call  him,  **  the" wonderful  clergyman.** 
There  is  a  very  full  account  of  him  in  the  notes  already  al¬ 
luded  to.  He  was  bom  in  at  a  place  called  Under 
Crag,  in  the  valley  of  SoathwaitOi.  He  became  curate  of 
Scathwaite,  in  his  twenty-sixth  year,  and  continued  curate 
until  the  day  of  his  death,  when  no  had  attained  the  great 
ago  of  ninety-three.  His  curacy  was  of  the  yearly  valuo  ef  i 
51.  only  I  and  he  had  no  fortune  whatever.  He  married  a 
wife  in  his  twenty-seventh  year,  who  brought  him  a  'for¬ 
tune'  of  forty  nounds  ;  and  in  due  time  a  family  of  twelve 
children,  of  wnom  eight  survived.  The  wonder  of  his  his¬ 
tory  is,  that  he  educated  all  his  children  respectably,  made 
one  of  them  a  clergyman  ;  was  hospitable  to  all,  and  gene¬ 
rous  to  his  poorer  neighbours ;  and  at  his  death  left  a  sum  of 
2,000/.  behind  him.  It  is  true,  the  income  of  his  curacy  was 
by  degrees  increased  to  501.  per  annum  ;  but  as  this  would 
not  account  for  the  accumulation  of  such  a  sum,  we  are  led 
to  inquire  how  he  could  have  managed  it,  with  so  many 
claims  upon  him,  and  all  so  well  attended  to.  It  appears 
that  he  was  as  expert  at  various  trades  as  Robinson  Crusoe 
himself.  He  spun  with  his  own  hands  all  the  wool  needed 
for  the  clothes  of  himself,  his  wife,  and  his  family  ;  and 
while  spinning  taught  the  children  of  his  parishioners  spell¬ 
ing  anil  reading.  He  assisted,  /or  AtVe,  in  haymaking  and 
sheep-shearing :  and  for  hire,  acted  as  clerk  and  scrivener  to 
the  simple  people,  who  were  not  initiated  in  the  sublime 
nwsteries  of  the  pen.  He  had  moreover  a  couple  of  acres 
of  land,  which  he  cultivated  by  his  own  labour,  and  that  of 
his  sons ;  kept  and  bred  cattle ;  and,  though  Mr  Wordsworth 
says  nothing  of  this  part  of  the  story,  brewed  ale  and  sold  it 
for  twopence  a  quart  if  drunk  in  the  a^oining  field,  and  for 
fourpence  if  drunk  in  the  parsonage.  The  wonder  very  sen¬ 
sibly  diminishes  when  we  learn  these  facts ;  as,  in  a  similar 
manner,  did  that  of  the  inquirer  into  the  history  of  St  Sa¬ 
viour’s  Church,  Southwark,  which  was  built  by  a  poet.  The 
wonder  in  this  case  was,  that  a  poet  couhl  have  possessed 
money  enough  to  erect  a  church  ;  but  when  it  was  explained 
that  he  was  a  lawyer  as  well  as  a  poet,  there  was  no  wonder 
ht  the  business.  The  fortune  of  tne  poor  curate  would  have 
been  equally  marvellous  ;  but  the  profits  upon  the  alo  and 
the  other  et  etteras  make  the  story  intelligible.”

From  menaces  tW 
rioters  proceeded  to  acts  of  violence.  They  took  foirible 
possession  of  the  com  stores,  and  commenmd  selling  the 
wheat  at  two  francs  the  bushel.  They  moreover  com 
pelled  the  mayor  to  sell  all  the  wheat  in  his  stores  at  the 
same  price,  two  francs  the  bushel.  Other  com  riots  hsrs 
taken  place  at  Chinon  (Indre  et  Loire).  On  the  last 
market  day  the  new  measures  were  broken,  and  the  com 
dealers  were  obliged  to  sell  the  wheat  at  If.  50c.  the  de- 
oalitre.  One  of  the  ringleaders  was  arrested,  but  was 
(mickly  taken  out  of  prison  by  the  peasantry,  armed  with 
their  rustic  weapons.  Ninety  persons  have  been  arrested 
eighty-five  men  and  five  women.  * 

Supply  of  Grain.— The  harbour  of  Marseilles  has 
become  so  crowded  with  shipping,  chiefly  fieighted 
with  grain,  that  steam-tugs  have  been  constantly 
employed  in  towing  the  vessels  which  arrive  to  the  neigh< 
bouring  anchorages.  The  number  of  vessels  which  u-- 
rived  in  the  week  ending  24th  ult.  was  fifty-three;  of 
these,  twenty  came  from  Italy  or  Malta,  bringing  67,W)0 
hectolitres;  three  from  Alexandria,  with  12,700  heci,; 
thirteen  from  Turkey,  with  40,000  hecs. ;  and  seventeen 
from  the  Russian  ports  of  the  Black  Sea,  with  76,700 
hecs.  The  total  importation  in  that  week  was  therefore 
197,300  hecs.,  nearly  the  whole  of  which  was  wheat. 
The  total  importation  at  Marseilles  in  the  last  four  weeks 
amounted  to  1,373,300  hecs. 

Departure  op  the  Infante  Don  Enrique  for  Spun. 
— The  Prince  left  Paris  on  Monday  for  Madrid.  The 
‘Esprit  Public’  has  the  following: — "Well-informed 
persons  assure  us  that  his  departure  was  preceded  bj  an 
act  so  ignominious,  that  in  spite  of  the  certainty  of  our 
information,  we  can  scarcely  credit  it.  This  prince,  u  is 
known,  held  an  active  and  confidential  oorrespondenoe 
with  the  leading  members  of  the  Progressists  party  in 
Spain.  It  is  said  thi^  he  has  delivered  up  this  corre* 
spondenoe,  and  has  betrayed  the  secrets  of  all  those  who 


tloes  not  mislead.  Tbo  indications  in  the  way  of 
historical  research  worthy  to  be  followed  up,  which 
we  find  in  his  book,  are  the  fragmentary  biography 
nf  MorelU,  the  father  of  non-intrusive  and,  in  gene¬ 
ral,  of  independent  principles,  and  the  appearances 
<of  a  connection  between  Morelli  and  Ramus.  En¬ 
glish  Independency,  in  its  earlier  stages,  will  be 
found  to  have  more  in  common  with  these  and  other 
isolated  independent  thinkers  among  the  Ilu^enots, 
than  with  the  fierce  fanatics  of  Munster  with  whom 
they  have  been  arbitrarily  associated. 

Tht  Scenery  and  Poetry  of  the  Enylielh  Lakee. 
By  Charles  Mackay,  LL.D.,  Author  of  ‘  Le¬ 
gends  of  the  Isles,*  *  The  Salamandrine,*  &c. 
&c.  With  lUustrations  from  Original  Sketches, 
drawn  on  Wood  by  W.  Harvey,  J.  Qilliert,  D.  H. 
M‘Kewan,  D.  Cox,  jun.,  W.  C.  Smith,  G.  Fennel, 
W.  Dickes,  W.  P.  Smith,  and  E.  Gilks.  Engraved 
by  Thomas  Gilks.  Longman. 

A  goodly  collection  of  names,  and  well  borne  out  by 
an  abundance  of  neat  vignettes;  all,  we  doubt  not,  rea¬ 
sonably  like.  We  miss  something  of  the  warmth  and 
variety  which  we  expected  from  the  pen  of  Dr 
Mackay  ;  but  taking  his  Guide-book  for  what  it  is 
intended — that  is  to  say,  we  presume,  for  a  guide¬ 
book  principally— it  exceeds  the  generality  of  works 
of  that  description.  Its  object,  he  tells  us,  is 

"  To  narrate  tho  romantic  history,  and  cull  the  pootiy,  of 
a  district  which  is  among  the  most  celebrated,  and  whicn  all 
travellers  allow  to  be  the  most  beautiful,  in  Great  Britain  ; 
to  describe  every  scene  that  has  claims  upon  the  admiration 
or  attention  of  the  visitor,  either  for  its  own  loveliness  or  for 
the  reminiscences  attached  to  it.  The  district,  it  is  true,  is 
not  particularly  rich  in  historical  incidents  ; — it  has  been  the 
scene  of  no  groat  events  ; — it  is  a  remote  comer,  lying  out  of 
tho  way  of  public  turmoil.  But  what  it  wants  in  history  it 
more  than  makes  up  in  poetry ;  and  if  its  ancient  glories  are 
almost  a  blank,  it  has  modern  ones,  which  make  it  classic 
ground.  The  author  has  not  endeavoured  to  supersede 
the  ordinary  guide-books  ;  he  hopes,  however,  that  it  will  be 
found  an  adjunct,  not  altogether  useless,  to  the  one  which 
has  been  published  under  the  direct  superintendence  of  the 
great  poet  who  has  resided  for  tho  whole  of  his  lengthened 
life  among  the  socnory  of  the  Lakes,  or  any  other  which  the 
tourist  may  prefer.*’ 

We  are  not  acquainted  with  the  Guide-book 
published  under  Mr  Wordsworth’s  “  direct  superin¬ 
tendence,”  but  we  can  pretty  well  venture  to  aver 
that  it  will  not  have  anticipated  many  of  the  useful 
particulars  noticed  by  Dr  Mackay,  and  certainly 
not  the  heartiness  of  his  tone.  Among  the  Lions  of 
the  Lakes  (to  use  that  curiously  had  metaphor)  is 
Mr  Wordsworth  himself  |  hut  he  turns  out  to  he  a 
very  dry  lion  (arula  mUrix\  and  terribly  disappoints 
those  who  go  to  hear  him  ;  unless  indeed  their  ob¬ 
ject  be  to  hear  him,  like  Spenser’s  lion,  “  grudging 
in  his  great  disdain.” 

Mr  Hazlitt,  who  accused  the  great  poet  of  lov¬ 
ing  nobody  but  himself,  would  have  laughed  at 
finding  Dr  Mackay  saying  that  their  long  con¬ 
versation  **  upon  poets,  poetry,  criticism,  hill¬ 
climbing,  autograph-hunting,  and  other  matters, 
must  remain  untold.”  Very  lucky,  no  doubt,  for 
the  poets  and  critics ;  for  they  have  be^n  to  be 
tired  of  seeing  this  great  poet  doing  his  best,  on 
every  question  that  concerns  or  interests  the  age,  to 
oppose  and  discountenance  every  kind  of  progress 
in  tho  natural  course  of  his  own  “  mighty  stream  of 
Tendency  ;”  and  warning  ofif  from  hb  neighbourhood 
even  the  invention  which  is  to  give  his  fellow- 
creatures  firesh  air,  and  a  sight  of  the  very  nature 
he  recommondg. 

Dr  Mackay  himself,  unbribed  with  the  untold 
conversation  (whatever  that  was),  differs  so  far  with 
Mr  Wordsworth  on  the  sulqect  of  railroads,  as  to 
ouote  against  him  the  wit  of  Punchy  and  tho  wis- 
oom  of  the  admirable  sonnet  written  on  the  occasion 
by  Mr  Monckton  Milnes.  He  has  also,  we  suppose  j 
in  good  fkith,  though  It  looks  like  a  sly  movement,  j 
quoted,  in  the  midst  of  much  better  things,  some  | 
terribly  prosaic  lines  of  the  great  poet,  heaps  of  j 
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the  French  Plays.  To  the  performance  mentioned 
in  our  last  number,  he  has  aaded  that  of  Sant  Jean 
in  L'A  mhoMadevr  (the  valet .  who  beats  the  diplo¬ 
matist  at  his  own  weapons),  and  Dorival  in  Le  Co- 
medien  d'Etampee  (the  original  of  Charles  Mathews’ 
somewhat  faint  copy  of  He  Teovld  he  an  Aotor\  In 
the  latter  his  three  assumptions  were  perfectly 
marked  and  discriminated,  in  amazing  as  well 
as  amusing  contra.st ;  and  we  have  not  heard 
heartier  laughter  at  these  somewhat  staid  entertain¬ 
ments  than  greeted  M.  Perlet’s  copy  of  English 
manners  in  the  sentimental  and  over-delicate  widow 
Bifstekton.

I  The  Rumoured  Chanob  of  Ministry. — Count  MoD 
I  arrived  in  Parb  on  Saturday  from  his  chateau  at 
Champlatreux.  Immediately  after  his  arrival  be 
had  a  long  interview  with  the  Count  de  Moutalivet, 
who,  Itefore  seeing  Count  Mol4,  had  had  an  interview 
with  M.  Duchatef,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior.  The 
eflfeot  of  these  movements  has  beeu  to  renew  with  in¬ 
creased  force  the  rumours  current  of  an  approaching 
change  in  the  Cabinet.  The  belief  b  daily  gaining 
ground  that  M.  Gu'izoC  cannot  continue  much  longer  in 
I  office,  not  only  on  account  of  the  discredit  thrown  on  hb 
foreign  policy  by  the  present  position  of  Franee  as  r^ards 
England  and  the  northern  powers,  but  also  on  account 
of  dissensions  known  to  exist  in  the  Cabinet  In  the 
event  of  the  dissolution  of  the  present  Cabinet,  Count 
MoU  will  necessarily  be  called  to  form  a  new  ministry.

SPAIN. 

Thk  Euiicrrioii^ — The  latest  accounts  from  Madrid  re- ;

Jii  Seville  the  partj  of  Progressistas  presented  MM.Olo- 
aaga  and  Cortina  as  candidates.  The  return  of  M.  Mon 
for  one  of  the  colleges  of  Madrid  was  considered  certain. 

Rcmourbi)  Modification  of  ihk  Caainit. — Baron 
Athalin,  aide-de-camp  of  the  King  of  the  French,  had 
arrived  at  Madrid;  the  object  of  his  vo^’age  was  said  to 
be  a  modiheatiou  in  the  ministry.  The  Count  del 
Minho,  Minister  of  War,”  sajs  the  ‘Eco  del  Commercio,' 
in  reference  to  this,  **  was  engined  during  the  day  in  re¬ 
gulating  his  family  affairs.”  The  ‘Ueraldo’  says  that 
the  reported  rec&l  of  Count  Bresson  had  reference  to  a 
change  in  the  diplomatic  arrangements  of  France,  in 
virtue  of  which  that  minister  was  to  have  gone  to  Borne, 
but  as  that  arraugeuieut  depended  on  Count  Ilossi  being 
appointed  to  a  seat  in  the  cabinet  at  Paris,  the  change 
was  adjourned  for  the  present. 

The  Qukkm  and  tuk  Queen  Motubb. — The  rumoured 
differences  between  the  Queen  Mother  and  her  august 
daughter,  Isabella  II,  appear  to  be  well  founded,  and  of 
such  a  kind  as  probably  to  compel  the  ex-Queen-Begeut 
to  return  to  France.  It  further  appears  that  the  ru¬ 
moured  rapprochevietit  and  proposed  reconciliation  of  the 
Queen  and  the  Progressista  i»arty  were  well  founded,  a 
project  which,  if  carried  out,  ivould,  among  other  results, 
act  fatally  on  the  designs  of  the  Count  de  Moutemoliu. 

ITALY. 

Clemency  or  thk  Pope. — A  letter  from  Bologna  of 
November  18  says  : — **  Patrols  of  the  citizens  have  lieen 
organised  to  the  number  of  100,  each  composed  of  twelve 
individuals.  Letters  from  Rome  state  that  the  Pope,  on 
the  occasion  of  the  Possesso,  has  accorded  a  considerable 
diminution  of  punishment  to  the  political  offenders  who 
had  been  kept  in  prison  under  the  pretext  of  having  at¬ 
tacked  the  public  force.  Condemnations  to  the  galleys 
Ibr  life  have  been  reduced  to  three  years ;  for  twenty 
years  to  one,  and  for  fifteen  years  to  six  months.  The 
tribunals  opposed  this  measure,  but  the  Pope  persisted.” 
The  ‘  Post-Ampt  Gmzette’  of  Frankfort,  of  the  28th  ult., 
states  from  Rome  that  the  Pope  intends  to  abolish  Uie 
salt  tax,  end  some  other  taxes  which  press  particularly 
on  the  industrious  classes,  and  to  8U)>ply  the  deficit 
which  this  abolition  will  cause,  by  a  tax  upon  real  pro¬ 
perty. 

The  Abbess  of  Minsk. — Letters  from  Rome  state 
tliat  since  the  visit  made  by  the  l'oj>e  to  the  Abbess  of 
Minsk,  at  tl»e  convent  in  which  she  has  found  a  refuge, 
his  Holiness  has  given  her  an  audience  of  three  quarters 
of  an  hour,  on  the  4th  of  November  last.  These  inter¬ 
views  of  the  head  of  the  Roman  Church  with  this  perse¬ 
cuted  witness  of  her  faith  were  understood  to  have  been 
granted  by  Pius  IX  for  the  express  purjiose  of  dissi- 
jiating  all  doubt  as  to  his  belief  of  her  story. 

D(!!*tvrbancb  at  Boloona. — A  letter  from  Bologna  of 
the  25th  ult.,  states  that  on  the  preceding  afternoon  a 
disturlianoe,  which  menaced  serious  consequences,  oc¬ 
curred  in  that  dty.  On  the  23rd  a  new  piece  was  re¬ 
presented  at  the  theatre  of  Bologna,  entitled  Christian 
VIII,  King  of  Denmark.  Several  passages  in  the  piece, 
alluding  to,  and  reprobating,  foreign  intervention,  were 
loudly  applauded.  The  fbllow'iiig  day  the  piece  was 
withdrawn  by  authority.  But  on  the  theatre  being 
opened,  the  house  was  filled  by  a  turbulent  mol),  wlio 
commenced  by  tearing  up  the  benches  and  destroying 
the  handsome  mirrors  and  lustres  of  the  theatre.

His  gooil  sense,  however,  his  profound  researches, 
and  his  love  of  truth,  enabled  him  to  divest  himself  of 
this  cloud,  and  his  subsequent  volumes  hare  all  the  ori¬ 
ginality  and  picturesque,  without  the  obscuritv,  of  the 
style  in  which  he  commenced.  Michelet’s  )iistorical 
works  have  been  fully  and  fairly  appreciated  in  this 
country,  as,  indeeil,  they  deserve,  for  his  researches  into 
the  middle  ages  of  French  history  have  sheil  no  small 
light  u|K>n  our  own.  Of  late  years,  however,  his  time  and 
pen  have  been  turned  to  politics  and  polemics  by  the  o{>- 
position  ahich  the  Jesuit  party  set  up  to  the  doctrines 
preached  in  his  professorial  chair,  a  war  which,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  his  friend  and  brother  professor,  Quinet, 
he  waged  with  infinite  spirit  and  acumen  in  return.  We 
shall  not  enter  into  the  circumstances  of  that  war,  nor 
the  manifold  exaggerations  on  both  sides.  If  the  minister 
felt  obliged  to  silence  the  anti-Jesuit  professors,  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  thought  fit  to  enforce  the  law 
against  the  existence  of  the  Jesuits.

Dreadful  Murder. — There  is,  unfortunately,  no 
improvement  in  the  state  of  the  provinces.  The  country 
papers  are  filled  with  accounts  of  outrages  of  every  kind 
upon  person  and  property,  of  which  the  following,  from 
the  *  Longford  Journal,'  is  one  of  the  worst  samples : — 

«>On  Sunday  evening  last,  the  22nd  inst.,  between 
seven  and  eight  o'clock,  an  armed  body  of  men,  amount¬ 
ing  to  between  30  and  40,  supposed  to  be  from  the 
county  of  Westmeath,  traversed  the  neighbourhood  of 
Castle  Wilder,  Foxhall,  &c..  in  the  south  of  this  county, 
and  visited  several  farmers'  houses,  inquiring  of  them  if 
they  had  paid  their  rent, — and,  on  being  told  ‘  No,’  or¬ 
dered  them  not  to  do  so,  on  pain  of  being  again  visited 
and  punished  for  it.  On  coming  on  towards  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  John  Flood,  of  Ardandra,  he  being  alarmed  by 
the  barking  of  his  dog,  went  and  opened  his  door,  and 
demanded  what  the  ruffians  wanted, — when  three  or  four 
of  them  came  over  to  him,  and,  attempting  to  force  in 
through  the  door,  he  defended  himself,  and  with  a  shovel 
parried  with  a  man  who  had  h  lung  gun,  but  who,  finding 
he  could  not  force  an  entrance,  discharged  the  contents, 
consisting  of  slugs  and  shuts,  into  poor  Flood’s  hip,  who 
dropped  down,  and  died  in  half  an  hour.  Flood  was  a 
married  man.  in  middling  comfortable  circumstances,  and 
has  left  a  wife  and  eight  children  to  deplore  the  loss  of  a 
father  and  husband.  It  is  feared  that  the  origin  of  this 
crime  is  a  deep  laid  conspiracy  against  the  payment  of 
rents,  in  some  cases  urged  on  by  farmers  well  able  to  pay. 
The  murderers  have  not  yet  been  arrested.

— One  of  these,  in  Newton- 
street,  Holboni,  has  been  opened  for  the  reception  of 
women.  The  inmates  are  principally  servants  out  of 
place,  jiersons  w'ho  obtain  a  liveliliuod  by  needlework  and 
artificial  flower-making,  clear  starchers,  and  workers  in 
fancy  paper,  Ac.  The  accommodation  is  far  superior  to 
what  might  be  expected,  and  the  greatest  order  prevails 
throughout  the  establishment.  Each  lodger  is  provided 
with  a  separate  be<l.  On  the  basement  there  is  a  kit¬ 
chen,  with  every  requisite  for  cooking,  a  good  fire,  and 
two  boilers,  with  water  boiling  every  morning  by  seven 
o’clock.  Round  the  kitchen  are  small  cuplmrds,  with 
different  locks  ;  one  of  these  is  appropriated  to  the  use 
of  each  lodger.  On  the  ground-floor  is  a  work-room,  for 
persons  at  needlework  ;  there  is  also  a  washing-room,  with 
every  convenience.  The  charge  is  Is.  fid.  a  week.  As 
this  system  has  been  found  to  work  well,  the  promoters 
intend  to  construct  similar  establishments  iu  all  neigh¬ 
bourhoods  where  the  industrious  portion  of  the  poor  reside. 

Mr  Rowland  Hill.  — The  public  will  learn  with 
satisfaction  that  Mr  Rowland  Hill  has  received  an 
appointment  in  the  General  Post-office  at  a  salary  of 
1,200/.  a  year.  The  appointment  is  a  permanent 
one,  but  Colonel  Maberly  still  continues  to  be  secretary 
to  the  Post-office.

MICHELET,  THE  FRENCH  HISTORIAN. 

Michelet  is  no  more  ;  the  stubborn  foe  of  the  Jwuits, 
the  eloquent  and  erudite,  though  somewhat  mystic  his¬ 
torian,  the  revered  professor  of  the  CoUige  de  France.  In 
his  recent  work,  ‘  Le  Peuple,’  Michelet  recounted  the 
clrcu  id  stances  of  his  early  life.  He  was  bom  in  1798,  iu 
the  choir  of  a  Parisian  nunnery,  which,  he  tells  us, 
"  was  occupied,  not  profaned,"  by  the  types  and  workmen 
of  his  father’s  printing  establishment.  The  printers, 
however,  met  the  same  fate  as  the  nuns  ;  if  the  Revolution 
routed  the  one,  Napoleon  proscribed  the  other.  And  at 
last  the  Emperor  limited  the  number  of  printers  to  sixty, 
obliging  them  to  obtain  the  authorization  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  in  the  shajie  of  a  brevet.  This  mingled  tyranny 
and  monopoly  of  the  press  still  continues.  Michelet’s  fa¬ 
ther,  unable  to  employ  workmen,  set  the  whole  family  to 
compose,  and  the  boy  thus  learned  to  put  words  together 
before  he  had  ideas.  Sufficient  time  was  still  found 
amidst  the  labour  of  a  printing-office  for  those  of  juvenile 
education.  It  may  be  here  remarked,  that  several  of  the 
eminent  French  writers  of  the  time  were  originally  com¬ 
positors  in  a  printing-office.  Leroox,  editor  of  ‘  Le  Globe,’ 
and  celebrated  as  a  Saint  Siniouian,  was  one.  Young 
Michelet,  though  pinched  by  hunger,  and  scarcely  clad, 
was  able  to  enter  the  College  of  Charlemagne,  and  i>ar- 
4ake  of  the  advantages  of  a  Parisian  university  educa¬ 
tion.  Such  were  the  noble  facilities  of  e<lucation,  from 
which  poverty  was  not  excluded.  In  1821,  Michelet  be¬ 
came  professor  hiuiself.  In  1827,  he  published  his 
*  Precis  d’Histoire  Modeme,’  which,  as  well  as  his  *  Pr^is  | 
d  Histoire  Romaiue,’  is  an  admirable  school-book.  A  I 
translation  of  Vico,  with  a  preface,  published  iu  the  same 
jear,  showed  how  ardently  his  studies  were  turned  to¬ 
wards  philosophy;  and  this  procured  him  the  post  of 
professor  of  the  Eeole  Norwtalc.  In  1887  he  quitted  this 
school,  when  the  “  eclectic  spirit  became  dominant  there." 
He  then  obtained  a  place  in  the  Archives,  and  in  1838 
^as  elected  Professor  of  History  in  the  (killege  of  Prance. , 
Th'is  position  he  preserved  till  his  death,  which  took  | 
place  a  few  days  back.

seven  weeks.  They  fear  tliat  a  meek  and  orderly  manner 
of  application  disarms  the  said  officers  of  all  apprehension 
that  distress  is  real  and  urgent.  They  condemn  most 
strongly  the  w’anton  and  cruel  custom  of  keeping  large  num¬ 
bers  of  persons  waiting  for  relief  when  early  and  prompt  at¬ 
tention  might,  by  other  arrangements,  be  given  to  their 
statements  ;  they  consider  that  in  the  winter  season  this  prac¬ 
tice  is  especially  wicked  and  injurious.
